Borne, Sept. 29.—Italy has declared war on Tur- 


key and it is announced that a state of war exists be- 
tween the two countries beginning at half past 2.o'clock 
on the-afternoon of Friday, Sept. 29. 


The reason is given that Turkey has failed to meet 


the demands in the Italian ultimatum. 


. It is believed here that Italy has already formally 


occupied Tripoli.

Rom, Sept. 29.—Italy has declared 


war on Turkey. The official announce- 
nent was madi 
It declared that the two countries 


were In a state/of war beginning at 
half past two o'clock on the afternoon 
of Friday. Sept. 29. 


This Is the hour at which the Italian 


ultimatum to Turkey expired and fol- 
lowed a session of the cabinet 
at 


svhlch the Turkish reply was consid- 
ered and found unsatisfactory. 


Though every Indication pointed to 


this action by the royal government 
there was always a possibility that 
the good offices of other governments 
would be successful in avoiding hos- 
tilities and when the final decision of 
Ihe cabinet was announced the excite- 
ment ^throughout the city was in- 
tense. 
Throughout the earlier hours of the 


day the papers had issued special edi- 
tions announcing that 'the Italian fleet 
was moving In plain sight of the coast 
of Tripoli and intimating that war 
might be declared at any moment. 


The minister of foreign affairs, Slg- 


nor Di San Giuliano, received 
the 


Turkish reply from the Turkish am- 
bassador this 
morning and Imme- 


diately went into conference with his 
associates in the ministers'. It Is un- 
derstood that the Ottoman govern- 
ment completely conceded Italy's eco- 
nomic claims in Tripoli, but evaded \A 
direct answer required *by this govern- 
ment, which had set forth In Its ul- 
timatum that Turkey. must say that 
she would not resist the proposed oc- 
cupation ol Tripoli and Cyrene. 


Porte Suggest* Delay. 


Instead the porte sent a conciliatory 


note suggesting further delay. It was 
known the same time Turkey trans- 
mitted a note to the powers in which 
It Is assumed that she represented 
herself as the injured party and by 
Inference at least sought their inter- 
vention. 


The royal government

reply called for -to declare Italy and 
Turkey in a. state of war from the 
hour that the ultimatum of 24 hours 
expired.

ARABS TAKE' OATH TO RESIST. 


Tripoli, Tripoli, Sept. 29.—-This citj 


which is threatened with a hostile oc 
cupatlon, was desolate, this morning. 
Nearly all 'of the Europeans left last 
night upon orders from the Italian 
consul and today the streets were de- 
serted except for squads ot Turkish 
soldiers 'who are enthusiastic over the 
situation. ^The Arabs have held mass 
meetings In all the mosques and taken 
a solemn oath of unity and allegiance 


of blood." 


The Turkish transport Derna. has 


discharged 20,000 tons of ammunition 
stores and 13,000 Mauser rifles. 'These 
have been taken into the interior, 450 
canjels being used in moving the sup- 
plies. 


The reply also stated that Italian 


subjects in Ottoman territory were ex- 
posed to no danger as the authorities 
afforded them 
protection and added 


that Turkish military measures had 
been suspended during the period t.f' 
the negotiations for a settlement of 
differences. 


The reply was determined upon at ;i 


the palace from late yesierday until 
early today. Upon receiving the com- 
munication the Italian charge Imme- 
diately telegraphed It to Rome.

Constantinople. Sept. 29.—The Turk- 


sh government today sent a concllla- 
ory reply to the Italian ultimatum 
demanding that no resistance be made 
o Italy's proposed occupation of Tri- 
poli and Cyrene. Diplomatic residents 
icre believe that the reply will be un- 
ivaillng. 


The Tanin, In a violent article to- 


day accuses Italy of acting as an or- 
dinary brigand and says that Turney 
vlll respond with hatred and enmity, 
and the ultimatum will be the prelude 
.0 the thunder of cannon. It adds: 


"Turkey is not goins to make a pre- 


tense of defending Tripoli and accept 
peace after the formal exchange of 


few cannon shots. . From this mo- 


ment there will be Implacable hatred 
between Italian* and Turks. Not the 
face of an Italian shall be seen In 
our towns. Not an Italian flag in our 
ports.

Martisl Law in Constantinople. 


The government has decided to en- 


force "martial, law In Constantinople 
for the present. 
The population was 


quiet this morning but it was feared 
that an actual rupture in the rela- 
tions .with Italy -may lead to' riots. 
Tfie weakness of the present govern- 
ment Is unfortunate In such a crisis 
and a change of ministery IS believed 
to be Imminent. It is probable that 
former Grand Vizier Said Pasha will 
be .made grand vizier In succession to 
Hakki Bey,- Telegrams from various 
towns of the empire announce that the 
Moslem youths are volunteering for a 
•war against Italy. .The Italian of- 
ficers in .the Turkish service left last 
night, having' been recalled ' by their 
government.

Ultimatum is Presented. 


The. Italian charge presented the ul-

Immediately after- 
ward', the Srafcd vizier proceeded to. the 
palace where . the -ministers were as- 
sembled in a special council meeting.

THE DIVORCE EVIL. 


A Chicago court of general jurisdiction has just 


held that a divorce granted in Reno, Nev., is not valid 
in Illinois. This may not perhaps affect many cases 
of remarriage of Reno divorcees in that state, which 
there is reason to suppose has not turned out a large 
number of dissatisfied couples who fled to the sage- 
brush tribunal for relief, but that there are some is a 
matter of knowledge. Their plight, if they continue to 
reside in Illinois, will be embarrassing. This recent 
decision in Chicago goes to show the very grave need 
of uniform divorce laws in the country. The move- 
ment that started with so much vigor a few years -ago 
appears to have accomplished little and is not now do- 
ing much to bring about uniformity of laws and re- 
form of the divorce evil. There is great need, never- 
theless, that something should be done by the states 
to curb the fast-spreading immorality of easy divorce. 
The evil eats at the very foundations of society. It is 
robbing marriage of that sanctity which more than all 
else is the bulwark of the home. Tt condones marital 
infidelity, makes domestic scandal a condition as of 


and debases the entire moral fabric of the na- 
More immediate embarrassments may easily 


arise out of such a condition and those, too, which 
touch the innocent. For instance, in Illinois under his 
new ruling and in New York under an older one, 
the legitimacy of children born of a union of divorcees 
brought together by a scandalous Nevada decree may 
very easily be attacked and heirship invalidated. The 
nation is not confronted by the problem of a more in- 
sidious and perilous evil than the society vice of easy 
marital divorcement.

the report plaintively recites that the high heel and the 
hobble continue to throw their victims. 
The railroad 


points out that it really can do nothing to prevent these 
casualties except to call the attention of. wearers of 
high heels and hobbles to their peril, and it evidently 
has little hope ot result from that appeal, as it concludes 
with the pessimistic observation that, "women ol! all times 
have followed styles that are dangerous to life and limb."

elapsing since the year 1900, have seen 
it dwindle by 19 per cent.; Scotland 
and Ireland have seen It decline br 24 
per cent. 
Berlin ' has ; enjoyed- 
an 


abatement equal to Ireland and Scot- 
land, while London's improvement has 
reached the surprising stage of 30 per 
lion met recently, hard-headed John 
Burns made an opening address that 
was startling in its optimism. He an- 
tion for the .Prevention of Consump- 


cent. less cases than the city had ten 
years ago. 


Alcoholic Drinks the Cause. 


John Burns, although a 
layman, 


endeavored to trace some of the causes 
for this magnificent advance. He found 
them In the diminution of the national 
taste for liquor. Alconolic drlntts had 
lost one-fourth of their popularity. 
Professor Bouardel. of Paris, has stig- 
matized alcohol ns the most potent 
factor In the propagation of tubercu- 
losis. There were other causes for the 
impressive result, Mr. Burns found- 
better housing, better education, bet- 
ter morals; hut the increasing- sobriety 
of the people as as whole has been 
one conspicuous feature, of the change. 


Occupied chiefly with the welfare of 


his own 
countrymen, Johny Burns 


could not. give to the United St.xtes, 
where so much pioneer work has been 
done, the attention conditions here 
deserve. Vet the figures brought out, 


a little later, by tho census bureau, 
furnished a notable object lesson with 
regard tn another main cause for the 
repression of the disease. 


White Plague Is Slowly Waning. 
The bureau has made public 
the 


analysis of conditions applying to tu- 
berculosis in five loading states—New 
York Pennsylvania, Ohio,' Massachu- 
setts and Maryland. Of the aggregate 
number ot deaths in those five states 
—408,058 during the year 
IftlO—there 


were 42,075 victims of tuberculosis, in 
some forrii or other. That was 10.3 per 
cent, of Uie total. 
These truly wonderful conditions of 


Improvement wore analyzed by 
T>v. 


Walsh in a waj- that brought 
into 


prominence a factor thus far appreci- 
ated by the specialists in tuberculosis 
much more than by the 
people at 


larsc: and in a way. too, that hold out 
hope of complete escape from the com- 
mon scourge, even thoueh the zreat ef- 


forts required to effect It within ft Hm- 
ted time do not. supplement the steady 
prosecution of the war as it Is being 
conducted now. 
"We may hope." Dr. Walsh said, "to 


see tuberculosis eradicated within a 
period of seventy-five years—to see it 
reduced to an incidence as 
low ns 


our once terrible smallpox has been 
brought. 
It will be virtually wiped 


nut. 
P.ut if we will esirnpstly, unitedly, 


intelligently undertake the extirpation 
of the white plague, with the methods 
which recent discoveries in hygiene 
place at our command and with the 
plentitucle of resource which the ex- 
isting conditions require. It is possible

Washington. Sept. 29.—Higher prices 


for the winter of 1S1-12 Is the foreca* 
at the officials of the department of 
agriculture, based upon the knowledge 
of crop conditions ajready in hand. It 
is regarded 
by tbo statisticians of 


every bureau of the department that 
the prices of foodstuffs generally for 
Uie coming winter will 'be even higher 
than those of the winter of 1-J09-10. 
That those of last winter will be ex- 
ceeded Is already accepted. 
The corn crop shortage, according to 


the latest figures, will be less than 
400000000 bushels. This Is the chief 
Item of Uncle Sam's food-producing 
business. 
Last year furnished the 


bumper crop of the agricultural history 
jot Uncle Sam'shetshrdlu iahrdluioaa 
Wf America—-3421,000,000 bushels. This 
year1* crop, It'Is figured, will not ex- 
ceed 2,721,000.000 bushels. The eectff 
of this prodigious shortage will bo felt 
•by the whole people. There will be 
abundant corn for meal and other corn 
'products for the table; the great hard- 
'ehlp '•Will D6 In the decreased amount 
of com'«.vallab1o for live stock. Corn 
[U the pwat fattener of meat-producing 
animals, and the Increase in the price 
'of 'corn must be felt directly In the 
price of stock feed and in consequence 
to the price of all meats. 


•• Drought- IB responsible for 'the corn 
Shortage. It has forced farmers to 
plant -what if known as "catch" crops— 
'those •which grow rapidly jand which 
ma ybe -used aa substitutes for corn in 
'£he catUe-feedlns territories. 
. The potato shortage 'is even more 
noticeable than the corn shortage, but 
BO far as this country Is concerne is 
not BO serious In'lts effect Last year's 
•potato crop was 
339,000,000 
bushels. 


This year's trill not 'excee 252,000.000 
' bushels. The actual shortage is there- 
fore'In the neighborhood of 87,000.000 
' bushels. This would not be so serious 
a matter but for the shortage in the

«nd Western 'Europe. Germany's po- 
tato crop—the most Important potato 
crop of the world—threatens almost to- 
tal failure. The normal production of 
potatoes In Germany 'is in the neigh- 
borhood of 1,500,000,000 bushels. This 
year, according to the latest figures 
received by Prof. Charles M. Daugh- 
crty, chief of the'division of researcl

cents at present. Reports 'from Aus- 
tria, Germany, Bohemia and the low 
countries indicate filures. From Cuba 
comes an unsubstantiated report that 
there will be a cane shortage of 300,000 
tons. 


"The conditions In Austria and Bo- 


hemia could not be worse." said Prof. 
Daugherry. 
"The reports most re- 


cently received from that country give 
4 'as the condition ,of the sugar crop. 
This Is the worst ever known. The 
system of marking the crop conditions 
in the Austrian empire Is with 1 for 
'excellent' and 6 for 'very poor.' There 
is no possibility of estimating where 
this increase in the price of sugar will 
end." 


The corn crop, according to the agri- 


cultural department statisticians, would 
not prove so serious If the hay crop 
did n"t also promise to be short. For 
the past ten years the production of 
hay per acre has been 1.44 tons.' Last 
year it was only 1.33 tons. This year 
the best average promised Is 1^)9 tons. 
The total production in this country 
will not exceed 
47,000,000 tons, 
as 


aeainst GO.flTS.OOO tons last year. 


On the other hand, the department of 


agriculture points out that the 
rice 


crop In America, the best substitute for 
potatoes, according to the experts on 
dietetics, Is equal to the general aver- 
age of the pest five years. The con- 
dition of the crop on September 1 was 
98.S, nearly an average crop.

tive. In a woman's life Is one man, no 
man or many men. The woman who 
loves lint one man other than her hus- 
band fares for him enough eventually 
sillier to overcome or disregard the 
Awa which separate them, or she cares 
Tor him so little that, sooner or later, 
be become* hut one of the many actors 


who, from season to season, fill the role 
of love in the puerile, parlor drama of 
her life. Find the woman who says 
there have been but, two men in her 
H£e—her husband and the man she 
loves—and you will have found tho 
woman'who 'has 
loved 
no 
man— 


enough. ! 
• 
• • 


However, Mrs. Strauss alms not to 


philosophize, but to prescribe and to 
instruct. 
'To some women the men they love 


and .the-men they marry are no more 
alike than the lives they''live and the 
lives they dream," Mrs. Strauss de- 
clares. "There Is here a strong com- 
mentary upon -the evil of- dreaming, 
which Is certainly one of the 
great 


mistakes of womankind. We havejno 
right to dream. ; 
-' 
' 


"Life is before us, full of beauty, full 


of suffering, full of Joy, full of sorrow, 
rt we are not big enough to cope with 
it we should not lay the blame on the 
other fellow. 
True, the other fellow 


may he in a sense 'to blame,' but the 
deflection 
of -felldw 
mortnl, 
oven 


though the fellow mortal bo our near- 
est andrdearest, |s nevor a valid ex< ise 
for our failing, loo."' 
\ 


Don't Have a Nightmare. 


Yet has not Mrs. Strauss too nearly 


made a nightmare of. her 
woman's j 


dreams? To be sure; brokers may not 
dream while they sell their bonds, nor 
butchers dream- while they saw their 
beef, but where may a man and a 
woman meet If it be not in their won- 
derful dream? To he tall enough to 
keep one's feet on the ground while 
one's head is in the clouds—there is 
the' perfect happiness. 


However, in a'nother paragraph Mrs. 


Strauss points out the danger of the 
sordid dream which makes a woman 
cast covetous eyes at the man who 
might have made the dream come true. 


"The great falling of women in the 


common walks of life is their dissatis- 
faction with the .things they have," she 
explains. "A woman has a longing and 
a'desire for" finery and she frets be- 
cause the man 8h« has married cannot 
give it to her. Then begins a general 
dissatisfaction all along the line a.nd 
finally she comes to regard herself as 
a fine creature, full of high'tastes, yet 
wedded to nn Inferior who can never 
satisfy, thosft tastes. 


A majorjty of the women you meet 


in poor or common homes will tell you, 
if they grow confidential, that they 
have always longed for better 'things,' 
but 'he' hns never been able or else 


never willing to provide them. This, 
I insist, is a- very unjust attitude on 
our part, and one that by means of 
proper education we might come out 
of. 
• 


Getting Our Tastes Twitted. 


"In the first place, It is not good 


taste that makes us long for things; It 
is bad taste. Good taste Js the quality- 
thai, enables us to make beautiful and 
haro'mnious the things we have. It is 
probably envy, 'greed for luxury, idle 
covetousness of what is our neighbor's 
that lead us to the discouraging con- 
clusion th^t in other'circumstances we 
might, have shone. There is never any- 
thing but personal lack of fineness to 
keep you from being fine." 


Which is very true, indeed, but may- 


be carried too far. as, for example, 
when Mrs. Stra.uss declares: 


"If a woman Is going to live with a 


man at all she might as well be thn 
wife of whatever he Is." That does 
not follow (it all, because In many in- 
stances It would he far 
lx>tt<>r were 


tho woman to make the man the hus- 
band of what she Is, 
But that, nf 


course, resolves itself Into a struggle 
for the survival of'the fittest. 


"Rut 
muny'women," concludes Mrs. 


Strauss, sadly, "hold themselves in an 


attitude of fine ladyhood, and regard 
the laboring person whom they are at- 
tached to as an inferior, lamenting the 
fact that they might have done bet- 
ter. 


'You can never do beter than just 


harmonize with your surroundings. 
There are always soa.p and water to 
keep clean with, always a chance 'for 
honest work and for 
straightforward 


living in the sphere to -which you are 
dalled. And you are called to the place 
you are in, not to the place you wish 
you were In. You are called to he the 
wifft of Hie man you married; not the 
wife of the man you wish yon had 
married. Life chose your husband for 
you. 
Nothing is more ridiculous than 


to say that a. girl chooses her own 
husband. 
Circumstances—or fate, if 


you will—measure out our allottment. 
But fate cnnnot'compfl us to coll the 
verlct she made for us a doom. We 
can defeat her by our own personal 
attitude. Especially arc the girl chil- 
dren of America in need of plainer no- 
lions about the men they love and the 
men they marry." 


So, 'quite obviously, .Tuliol Virginia 


Strauss does not believe in Iicr Ber- 
nard Shaw, find marriage, in her eyes, 
is nn Institution rather less interesting 


and somewhat more hazardous than a 
Christmas stocking.

fment of Cubit came to the attention ot

This pipe attracted his, attention—he 
stopped and observed It; on the bowl 
of it were the Initials R. C. T. Glbbs 
had an inspiration: he made 'some In- 
quiries; ho learned that the • smoker 
was an Englishman and that ho had 
Bald that he belonged to a noble fam- 
ily and was the heir to an estate. He 
observed the man's gentlemanly car- 
riage and behavior and finally he went 
to him and said boldly that he had dis- 
covered his secret—he was the lost Sir 
Roger Tichborne.

pipe, who bore the name ot Castro, fin- 
ally admitted that Cibbs was right. 
Glbbs at once wrote to Cubit and Cubit 
advised .Lady Tichborne that her son 
was found.

dowakcr immediately replied. 


In her correspondence she gave some 
details, of her son's life and certain 
peculiarities by which he could be rec- 
ognized and she said that an old serv- 
ant named Bogle would meet Sir Roger 
when he arrived. 
Cubit advised the 


lost heir to reply to his mother's let- 
ters and he did, signing R. C. T. -with 
a peculiar mark ')('. Lady Tichborne 
sent $1,000 and the lost Sir Roger 


major, two captains, thirty-two non- 
commissioned officers and privates of 
the army, four clergymen,, se.ven ten- 
ants of the Tichborne estate and sev- 
enteen family .servants.

Bogle, he supplied himself with suf- 
ficient details from that source to en- 
able him to get on.

he was able to attach to himself two 
military servants of Sir Roger- in tho 
carbineers, Carter and McKenna. ' He 
seemed skillfully to have carried for- 
ward this Imposture somewhat after 
the manner of a trick one has seen a 
child do at cards, by which it pretends 
to call cards as it picks'them up from 
various packs, it being necessary onb 
to know one card ahead. 


Through those old servants he was 


able to supply himself with details as 
he proceeded, and possessed with a 
natural shrewdness, he ^managed to 
carry the tjiing through."

and to enjoy the widespread influence 
of the prosperity that business thus 
encouraged is bound to shower upon 
the people at large. 


Inspire Confidence in Business. 


"We must have investments from 


which to secure a large wages fund 
which is needed to support the wage 
earners. We must inspire in the busi- 
ness men who control those invest- 
ments the confidence that they will not 
be driven out of business, tt railroads 
are unjustly legislated 
against 


state legislation to the point where 
they cannot (in a profitable business 
the injury is more direct to the wage 
earners of the railway than It. Is to 
the shareholders, because the share- 
holders presumably arc people who 
have some other means of livelihood 
than the dividends from the stock 
while the wage earners are entirely 
dependent on a continuance of condi- 
tions which make the wages fund large 
and support the wage earner and his 
family. 


"Let us reason together. Let us be 


charitable and hind. Let us noT be so 
suspicious and ascribe corrupt motives 
to every one In the community but our 
particular friends and political associ- 
ates. Let us Uo teamwork In the com- 
munity. Let us have legislation lhat 
helps, or an .absence of legislation If U 
be unnecessary. 
And let us approve 


and praise the great business enter- 
prise and Kcnlous that honestly and 
by proper methods accumulates prop- 
erty and puts It Into productive Indus- 
tries, supports the thousands of work- 
men, 
and furnishes profit 
to 
tluuio 


whoso savings have 
sone 
Into the i 


shares and bonds of the enterprise. 


Taft's Hope for the Future.

•'I took iu the country jail as part of 


the program." continued the wanderer 
with a suiile. "and 1 got it all. The 
first time 1 was arrested I let things 
slide.' The constable maltreated me 
the justice of the peace abused me. am 
the jailer hair starved and put me at 
the most muuial work- The jail was 
little better than n pigpen and the food 
hardly lit for hogs. 


"When I und served my time and 


been kicked out I posted myself as tr 
the law, and my next arrest resulted it 
a surpfise party. I refused to do anj 
•work, and (uu low upheld me. 
1 re 


fused to cat the fare furnished, an 
the law compelled the jailer to bettc 
it. 1 demanded bedding und bent, an 
the jailer had to comply. He was gla 
enough to see the lust of me. but I lin 
ncnrcely tramped into the nest count 
before I was picked up again. This I 
was In Ohio, just over the Michigan 
line. and. although It was five years 
ago. I have no doubt they are talking 
about me yet. 


Attached by • Farmer. 


"I was plodding along the highway 


about sundown when n farmer jumped 
over the fence and pitched Into me. 
He had got in three or four blows be- 
fore 1 landed him one that knocked 
him down. Throe other men came to 
his rescue, nnd 1 was handcuffed and 
kept In a bnrn all night. 


"Xext morning I was arraigned be- 


fore a country justice, and without 
even asking me to plead and refusing 
to let tne consult a lawyer he sent me 
up for six months. The charge was 
vagrancy, resisting arrest and feloni- 
ous assault on an officer, nil rolled into 
one and a happy combination. Only 
one of the men who aided in my ar- 
rest testified against me- 


"I was bundled off to the country jail 


in a hurry nnd upon my urrival was 
placed 1n :\ dark cell nnd fed on bread 
nnd water, and it was two weeks be- 
fore I had the nin of the ward. Then 
it. so transpired Ibnt a young lawyer 
who h;ippo:ie:l to run for the legisla- 
ture visited tbe jnil on business, and 1 
got speech with him. The result was 
that he tool; up my case, nnd the end 
astonished several people . 


Made Profitable Settlements. 


"In the first place, while the man 


who had assaulted me was a constable, 
he did not seek to arrest me in the 
regular way. but only after the as- 
sault. Under the law. therefore. 1 had 
a right to resist The charge against 
me wns vagrancy, nnd I had Sin In my 
pocket 1 should have be«n taken be- 
fore n justice forthwith, but instead 1 
was loc,l;o.d up in a bnrn until next 
day. 
We had that constable so scared 


within two days thnt. he fairly begged 
me to take S100 and call it square. 


•TVe then went for the justice. He j 


had uot given roe the show allowed by : 
law anfl on fnur different points had j 
rendered himself linble to reproval. He . 
cnmo to mp with tears in his eyea and 
S75 in his hand, and I let up OD him. 
, 


"Then it was the jailer's turn to toe | 


tho mark. 
He had no legal right to i 


shut mo up in a dnrk cell. 
No law ] 


gave him the privilege of substituting 
bread nod-water for my prison diet. 
He had h«en nbnslve and tyrannical 
nnd bad kicked me. and tbnt was as-. 
uanlt. 
The law specified what, food 


he shonH furpish his prisoners, but ha 
had 8al«itStilted what he pleased. 


Case Got Into Politics, 


"He M'lR{1 to ranl;e me saw wood and 


jcnifo out tho corridors nnd hnd put 
•ne in irons because I had refused, 
mil yet 1 wns clearly within the Inw. 
! hnd him, up on six different charges, 


but before the case'm-nie to trial 1 
settled with him for S-50. 


"I had boon sent to jail without the 


option «r a tine. 
1 was taken out on 


a writ of habeas corpus and admitted 
to ball nnd was therefore tree to ap- 
pcnr iu court. 


"The cast- did not end when the 


jailer siiunrcd up. Three or four poli- 
ticians .inw that m.v inwrer was m;:!;
